Directors’ Update 

Dan Johnson advised that the budget is slightly ahead of target. The major fundraising 
event for the financial year will be held in Spring 2020 at Town Hall. Between now and 
then, other possible day trip will be considered. CEDAM is a co-sponsor of the Garden 
Party to celebrate the restoration of the reflecting pool and Menotomy Hunter on May 
18. Tickets are on sale at CEDAM. Announcements of the event will be prepared by 
Heather Leavell through Constant Contact. The Directors also announced that a very 
significant donation is expected shortly. 

Nancy Blanton advised that a number of tours are scheduled in the coming months for a 
group from the Museum of Fine Arts on April 24 and a group from Osher Life Long 
Learning from Tufts on June 8.

The Museum purchased the Dallin portrait painting called ‘Mrs. Hall’s Letter’, one of only 
three known portrait paintings, and has sent it to the Restorer, Peter Williams, for 
restoration.

Volunteer Report - J. McGough summarized the volunteer report. The Board updated 
the visitor figures to reflect the latest activity bringing the YTD total to 188, significantly 
more that at this time last year. A group of 21 from the History Camp visited the 
museum in February. The museum is considering making a presentation at the 2020 
History Camp.
